A montli ag j t.xc'afiiirnt 
reigned aiaongst nil classes, uud quurt/. leada 
of fttboloQ^'^yalqe were predicted- ond looked 
for, whilit'aaoh day brouj^lit fresh apecimeiis 
to condrm'iha hopaa of ttio proipuctiirj, uiid 
the faith of tbe mining .inteiesi. Tlie tmvn 
assumad quite an un '/onteJ :ii>| i cl of buillo 
uud importance. At Ihu prusinl nioiiiciil, 
yto do not hear such ooustuut ruporti of 
good atrilcei aDd good gtospeqU, but nars r- 
ibaless there baa been no rclrogrcssion in 
our prospect*. Indicaliuns of gold huvo 
freiiuoutly been found in llii3 Islmid pte- 
■»iouiily, but w8 belicvo that at uo period 
ainco the first Fraser llivcr excitement, has 
prospecting bean carried on io Yimcouvor 
lalaod to such an extent as it is at present, 
the rauttei has' been - tdken up- Bariotisly by. 
practical men, and wo belicvo thu result of 
this Autuuin'g prospoctinu; -.vill bo lu place 
beyond a doubt tho possibility of working 
gold diggings and quaitz cec^^in our imuio- 
diate vioiiiity with profit ana a'dfvanta^'c. it 
vouldba pretuature , to venture to predict 
the (Sielil fcr' liniil'bf'tha ^Tseoverii;', hut 
if it be salisfaeiorily doinonslrutcd iliai 
tharo is profitable oniploymont fur one tliou- 
sand intn in mining labour within hfly miles 
of Vicloiia.for even two or tlircp yeurs it will 
place our cily in a butter position than she 
baa ever ynt aspired to; there will be no 
sort of ditlicully in raisin;^ any amoiiiU uf 
capital fur working mines witliin easy dis- 
tiuce of tho town, and ihe estabrmhmtnl of 
diggings in our own vicinity would giva 
snob on impetus to trade gene'all; as would 
ba worlh more to Victoria than all the woallh 
of Cariboo. What we want in lliia colony is 
capital ; when once it is brought hero in 
in luliicient quantities, we shall Lte no hick 
of business, no falling oil' in the value of 
property; when wo see trade flourishing undu 
tbe disadrahtago of rabhey being rated at a 
value unprecedented in England and in 
almoiiaUo'ia 'settled countries, \vc nro iialii- 
rally'lediotbe ralleclion ol wliut the [ rufitj 
aud prbspects of U ado would he were money 
commanding a inoderatti iate,-of, .iqteresl ; 
again, as taxes arc exoeesive in our small 
oouimnnity, a miuingl'-popalatidii on the 
Island would give us an increase ol popula- 
tion in tlie city, which would produce a cor- 
responding increase in thu e.\chc(iucr. with 
a diminution of the individual burden of 
liialiou. Wo may shortly expect a rcporH 
from the north of t|ja probable prospecls of 
success of ooppet mincB in this colony, and 
tbia is moat unqae«lIonablj''a sul ject of much 
interest and importance to- every one of us, 
if ne can establish our reputation ns p. good 
inininf: country ; whether gold, silver, or 
copper, is to be tho immediat&^so&roe ol 
wealth, prosperity inuat attend' "ua. ^'We have 
no fears for the lutnre'o'f A'nncifuyer Island, 
but we befievo that a favorable report Iroin 
ibo northern expedition, yvill be of, infinite, 
lervicc in rapidly building up her prospects 
and stability. 

We underslaud that a petition is novvl; in 
courfe 01 Slgnaiuro in iiielowu, lui mq m- 

moval of, }be. gaol from its present situation 
in the centre of the city, to a more secluded 
Kpol.aud lor the erection of a court housa on 
the site of the gaol whore tho business of Ihe 
county court may be carried- on. We havo 
BO frequently urge,d the. necessity. of bring- 
ing the courts InlbtdWD, thSt we can Jo no 
mote Ihjin ptaaa otir former arguments in be- 
half olithat'tifovemcnt upon the public now 
and ask them by signinj; this puliiion at uiico 
to show that they tliiuk that in this ronpcci 
the convenience of tho public who may h;ip 
pen to bu as suilors or jurymen or in any 
other capacity engaged in the .botitt," Ought 
to bo., 9on8idered.; It is perfcjfips from the 
natorb of the cBse»"tried -in the Summary 
Court mora nccessa-y that e.xpenses should 
be, a? fat as possible, isavod to the suilois in 
that court, not certainly for the cnciurage- 
inciit of litigation, for wa believe that nine 
tenths of tbe cascs^ tried in small debt's 
courts might be'^aJt'leStoutside, with advan- 
tage to the parties concerned, hut in order 
to enable those who aro compelled to have 
recourse to law to recover their just dol)ti', 
with as little delay and at as small cost as 
poesible, there should bo a separate court 
in a convenient locality for trying small 
uaies, «nd'uo better sittuatiqiiiCBn bo.founil 
than the site of the gaol. Weshould bo heartily 
glad to see all our c.iurls of law concen- 
trated in that one point, and beyond doubt 
they muiit be erected there sooner or later, 
but there is another argurooni in favour of 
tbe present petition, which is worthy ol con- 
sideration. The gaol ought not to ho in tho 
centre of the town, in the first place it is in 
imminent danger from firo, should such a 
direful calnniity befall Ihu city n.i a general 
connagration. What, we ask, would bccorro 
of thu prisoners if a fire were to take place 
in the immediate vicinity of thtf gaoH Are 
their lives to be endangered, or are they to 
be set at liberty ? Situated as tho pre.'^onl 
prison is.wa are at a loss to point out any 
other alternulive ; but if a substantial cuuuty 
jail and bouse of correction were to bo erec- 
ted, entifeljr'detaohed from other buildings, 
there would at all events be something like 
security from danger ol fire from general con- 
flagratioDS. Add to this the nuisance thai is 
cansad to those living in the immediate neigh- 
borhood from the noise made by some of liio in- 
mates upon frequent occasious is intolerable. 
We have confined iti-the coin mon prison sev 
eral dangerous lan8tics,aod the idea that these 
unfoitunate beings should be kept in a Eitii- 
ation where their shouts and screams may bo 
heard in some of the principal streets of Ihe 
city, is, to say the least of it, discreditable 
to our government and to the colony generally 
It is highly deairobia that an entirely distinct 
building should be erected without tho town 
for a lunatio asylum ; but until there is such 
■ separate ostablishmHiit provided, it is cer- 
tainly not loo much to ask that both lunatics 
and prisooars should be put in some place of 
security where tbero would be no immedinio 
neighbor to auBer from .tho contiguity. We 
suppose that there is not one other single 
in Vance of the j-iil arid coiirts'of law occupy 
inv such relative positions to the business 
nurt of any Hritish town, as they do in this 
colony We are glad to find that the inhab- 
itants of Victoiia havont length.roused ihem- 
.elvos to the conHiderntioD of thesu things. 
When the iniliativo is taken by the people
